The election was the first under the 
amended charter, providing for the 
commission plan of government, and 
it brought out the heaviest vote in the 
city’s history. Mayor Forward was the 
nominee of the “regular” Republicans, 
while Conard was put forward by the 
Lincotn- Roosevelt people. Five Coun- 
clilmen were chosen, all Lincoln-Roose- 
velters, namely, Woolman, Dodson, Se- 
hon, Salmons and Woods.

GUARDS AT NAPLES. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
NAPLES, April 6.—After spending 
yeste y afternoon and evening 


ashore in Naples, where he was given} 


an enthusiastic welcome by the people 
of the city, Theodore Roosevelt began 
the second stage of his journey to the 


shortly after midnight last night on 
board the steamer Admiral. He its due 
at Mombasa April 21. 

Before going on board the Admiral 
last night, Mr. Roosevelt thanked the 
head of the Neapolitan police, Cheva- 
lier Calabresi, for the excellent pro- 
tection afforded him during his stay 
on shore. Mr. Roosevelt was accom- 
panied everywhere by the chief. 

During an audience yesterday with 
the Mayor of Naples this official con- 
veyed to Mr. Roosevelt a special vote 
of municipal council, thanking the 
former President and the American 
people for the succor sent from the 
United States to the earthquake suf- 
ferers. 

Mr. Roosevelt expressed his appre- 
clation of this communication. He 
said there should be no question of 
gratitude. The earthquake gave the 
American people an opportunity to 
show their sympathy in this unpar- 
alleled disaster which had made Italy 
at once the creditor of the whole 
world, 

Mr. Rossevelt boarded the Admiral 
at 10 o'clock last night. He spent 
some time in the smoking-room con- 
versing with his fellow-passengers. 
The departure of the Admiral wag de- 
layed by waiting for the German malle 
for South Africa. The train arrived 
at midnight, the mails were hurried 
on board the Admiral and the steam- 
er left port at once. 

Mr. Roosevelt found on beard the

“When the Caesar of modern democ- 
racy goes hunting, Europe, Asia, Af- 
rica and America climb to their win- 
dows and watch the caravan of pub- 
licity pass,“ is the way one of the 
papers describes Mr. Roosevelt's jour- 
ney to East Africa. 

A majority of the correspondents 
sent to Naples to chronicle their im- 
pressions of Mr. Roosevelt say the for- 
mer President is absorbed in himself. 
They describe his cabin as filled with 
his books and littered with photographs 
of himself ami members of his family. 
Thes say the object not relating to Mr. 
toosevelt himself was a photograph of 
Emperor William bearing the imperial 
signature in green ink. 

Mr. Roosevelt talked freely, but 
principally about himseif and his work. 
the correspondents say, and he man- 
tested a disposition to “preach.” In 


Knickerbocker ancestry and his expe- 
riences as a ranchman in the far 
West. Turning to politics, he said he 
had been elected to the Presidency as 
a representative of honesty against 
the power of gold. : 

“IT have always maintained that 
probityin private life is indispensable 
to public life,” Mr. Roosevelt is quoted 
as saying. “I have fought the oil 
kings and the steel emperors; they tried 
to break my back, but my back is still 
intact, 

“The truth is, they showed less re- 
sistance than I expected. The feudal 
barons of modern finance have less en- 
ergy than the feudal lords of ancient 
Europe. 

Continuing, Mr. Roosevelt referred to 
his pride in the American navy and 
army. 

“BY preparing for war.“ the former 
President is quoted as having said, I 
was able to calm the impetuosity of 
young America against Japan.” 

Mr. -Roosevelt is further quoted as 
having said that the President of the 
United States waa more powerful than 
any constitutional monarch of Europe. 
He pointed out, the French correspond- 
ents aver, that he possessed the power 
to veto, that he appointed the entire 
diplomatic corps and the high govern- 
mental functionaries, and that he was 
u maker of treaties with only the con- 
sent of those he chose as the national 
regulators.” He said that for two 
years while President he spent his time 
in fighting the trusts, and that he re- 
yoiced that he had left behind an Amer- 
ica where the only king was the state. 

“The machinery of state will now roll 
on without me,” Mr. Roosevelt is 
quoted as saying; but with the impe- 
tus I have given Mr. Taft, my good 
successor will bulld the Panama Canal. 
continue to increase the army and 
navy, and check the trusts if they 
again become too obstreperous.“ 

Mr. Roosevelt paid a high tribute to 
journalism. He said he would have 
accomplished nothing when he entered 
politics without the press. 

One of the French correspondents 
concludes hia story of Mr. Roosevelt's 
visit to Naples with these words: 

“Mr. Roosevelt ie impatient to reach 
the hunting grounds. He says no words 
of Naptes or the art treasures to be 
seen there. e understands nothing of 
these gateways to an ancient civilisa- 
tion, of these eternal constellations in 
the sky of history.

ADMIRAL TRUPPEL ON HOLIDAY.

German Governor of Chinese City of 
Tsing Tau Making Visit to 
Berlin. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
TSING TAU (China) April 6—Ad- 
Mmiral Truppel of the German navy 
who since 1897, has held the post of 
Governor of this city, left today for 
a six months’ holiday, via Dalny and 

St. Petersburg, to Berlin. 

The Chinese merchants gave him a 
great banquet as it was believed to be 
his farewell to the city. It is prob- 
able that Admiral Truppel will be re- 
placed next year by a civil governor. 

Tsing Tau, which is situated at the 
entrance to the Bay of Kiaochau, in 
Shantung pravince was occupied by 
a German squadron in November, 1897, 
in consequence of the murder of two 
German missionaries. It is held under 
lease from China for the term of nine- 
ty-nine years. 

The local administration consists of 
a council, which is composed of all 
the heads of the several administra- 
tive departments under the personal 
supervision of the Governor, and three 
members chosen from the civil popu- 
lation and appointed for one year.

In addi- 
tion to this, t Legisiature, two years 
ago, in grant Long Beach its spe- 
cial charter, approved boundaries 
which include the disputed territory, 
and against which no suit was pend- 
ing.

WILMINGTON, April 6.—A most sat-

One of these is for 
the Pacific Electric's spur track to 
extend into the Mormon Island fills 
that are now being made, which has 
been held up for several weeks. An- 
other matter discussed was the dredg- 
ing of the city channel and the filling 
in of the thirty-seven acres belonging 
to the city. It was not known until 
yesterday what would be the disposi- 
tion of the Southern Pacfic relative to 
throwing up a dyke parallel to its 
track and bordering it on its west 
shore. On consultation the company

SETTLERS IN IMPERIAL VALLEY 
WILL REJOICE. 
Register of Local Land Office in- 
formed That Congressional Bill 


Covers Strips Between Old and New 
Surveys, the Disposition of Which 


Of much importance to all Imperial 
Valley settlers is the news received 
yesterday by Gen. Prescott, register 
of the Los Angeles Land Office, in re- 
spect to the disposition of the strips 
of land that are between the old and 
new lines of survey. This has been a 
vexing problem, and only a few days 
ago notice was served on interested 
parties that thes® strips would be 
withdrawn from all forms of entry 
pending Congressional action. 

Gen. Prescott received word from an 
authoritative source that an act ap- 
proved in Congress, March 3, covers 
the question. It is stated that the bill 
provides for private sale of certain 
strips in the resurveyed townships. 
These must be about 200 yards or less 
in width and must lie between, or 
abut upon, entered or patented lands. 

The important part of the measure is 
that any entryman or owner of such 
land shall have a preference right to 
buy one-half of such lots as abut on 
lands held under his entry, or owned 
by him under proper conditions. 

The preference right will obtain six 
months after the Secretary of the In- 
terior fixes the price of such tracts, 
and this right does not prevent such 
entryman, or owner, from buying all 
abuting lots that remain unsold at

Some persons may desire to go to the other ex-

with a spectacle of parsimony that. would be as dis- 
graceful on the one hand as the lavish display made 
by Castro of Venezuela was on the other. 

Between these extremists there is a middle class 
that looks at things in a sensible light, that desires 
our ambassadors to be housed and dressed in a 
manner befitting gentlemen of their high station, 
observing decorum in their actions and going into 
the best society in the countries where 
sent, making friends for America and watching 
over our interests. While it is true that an am- 
bassador who declined all part in society would find 
his usefulness greatly curtailed, it is also true that 
Europeans of the desirable class are quick to rec- 
ognize a man’s intellectual worth, and that is as 
good a passport to favor as any. 

Some time ago we had an ambassador in Berlin 
named Charlemagne Tower, a millionaire of the 
Whitelaw Reid type, who successfully sought to 
dazzie German court circles with his display of 
wealth, He was recalled by President Roosevelt. 
The action of the German court towards Tower's 


aroused thereby, are still fresh in the public mem- 
ory. It was finally adjusted, the new envoy went 
to Berlin, was received, and the press dispatches 
since then agree that he had made a hit in society 
solely on his personal merit and intellectual attain- 
ments, although he has no private fortune and can- 
not give any such course of entertainments as 
Tower did. If Dr. Eliot goes to London the expe- 
rience is likely to be repeated. 

The present salary of the Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James is $17,500 and he must pay for 
his residence.

HE GERMAN TONGUE. | 

. English-speaking peoples who think it is un- 
necessary to learn another language, on the ground 
that English will be the language of commerce, the 
world over, would better reckon at least with Ger- 


The subject arises naturally at this time owing 
to the fact that in his letter of felicitation to Col. 


guage and Col. Roosevelt needed no interpreter. 
On one side of his family German was the mother 
tongue of Col. Roosevelt's forbears, but it is likely 
that he made himself familiar with it more from 
a sense of its importance than from a sense of 
pride in his ancestry. . 

No language is more important today than the 
German, excepting English. It is a tongue spoken 
by 60,000,000 people in the Fatherland and by mil- 
lions of Germans in other lands, It is very widely 
spoken in the United States—more widely, indeed, 
than any other foreign form of speech. It is spoken 
in the wide-flung colonies of the German Empire 
and in almost every clime under the sun. In the 
City of Mexico, for instance, a man speaking Ger- 
man, but knowing no Spanish, can get along more 
easily than a man speaking only English. 

Aside from the everyday necessity of German in 
commerce, the language has a value peculiarly its 
own. It is the language of science, more employed 
in the sciences today than Latin. The greatest 
works on chemistry, engineering, mining and med- 
icine are written originally in the Teutonic tongue. 
Germany is today the Mecca of all students in the 
sciences here enumerated. 

Still, aside from the value of this language in 
commerce and the sciences, it is of inestimable value 
to literature, music and art. It is the tongue of 
Schiller, Goethe and Heine, of Wagner and Men- 
delasohn and a thousand others whose names and 
work must forever remain immortal. : 

Most important consideration of all is the consid- 
eration that the German tongue is the of a 


rope, whose sway from the Baltic to the Mediter- 
ranean is beyond dispute, and whose colonizing in- 
terests are fast becoming the largest in the world. 


REAT MODERN CHATTERBOX. 

We have before us the annual report of the 
directors of the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Compang to the stockholders. Few realize the 
enormous ramifications and the multitudinous use- 
fulness of the telephone in the United States. 

For instance, there were at the close of last year 
operated directly by the associated companies con- 
etituting this system in the United States 3,215,245 
stations, showing an increase during that dul! year 
of 179,712. Besides these there were exchange and 
toll stations connected with the system by toll and 
long-distance lines operated by local codperative and 
rural pay stations with sub-licenses under the par- 
ent company, 1,103,144 stations. Now, if the tel- 
ephones employed for private purposes are added, 
we have a total of 4,364,629 stations, showing an 
inerease during the year of 525,629 new stations. 

The total wire mileage of all this system amounts 
to 9,830,719 miles, an addition of about one-eighth | 
over the mileage a year before. 

Tue traffic showed a daily average of nearly 

toll connections, and of exchange connec- 
tions of about 18,500,000. The increase in traffic 
was in direct proportion to that of mileage and sta- 
tions as shown above. 

For additions to the plant, including real estate 
for the same, the company spent during the year 
1908, dull-as it was, $26,637,200.

E TRADE IN ENGLAND. 7 

On Tuesday, March 9, at Queen’s Hall, Lon- 
don, was held a mass meeting at which the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Asquith, spoke on the subject of free 
trade and tariff reform as interesting the English 
people. A few days before a similar meeting had 
been held in Manchester, where Mr. Asquith dis- 
cussed before the people of that manufacturing 
metropolis the same subject. . 

The London Times of March 10 commented on 
these meetings, and a few short quotations from the 
editorial utterance of “The Thunderer“ will show 
what a great change of sentiment has taken place 
in Great Britain on the subject of free trade and 
protective tariff since Joseph Chamberlain, some 
six years ago, began an agitation against Cobden- 
ism, which had ruled supreme in that country for 
half a century. Hear what the Times says: 

“These are all attempts to respond to the uneasi- 
ness inspired by thes growing doubts of the elec- 
torate as to the adequacy of, nism to deal with 
the conditions of the 1 day, No one on either 
side can blind himself to the steady rising of the 
tide that is surely sapping the foundations of the 
system now in force.” : 

Referring to the Prime Minister as one not 
merely an apologist of a fiscal creed, but one 
“charged at this moment with the direction of our 
national destinies,” the Times remarks that in such 

aracter “he ought not tos have carried his apol- 

ies so far as to repeat the stale paeans of a quar- 
ter of a century ago by which everything we are 
and have is cre ited to free trade alone.” 

Surely ‘these quotations from the London Times 
indicate a totally radical change of attitude in Eng- 
land as to tariff policies. The Thunderer goes on 
claiming that it was not free trade, but energetic 
efforts of a working population, which gave to Eng- 
land “a higher standard with regard to hours of 
labor; that it was not free trade, but invention 
and enterprise working in fortunate circumstances

“due to our insular position,” that gave the coun- 


try its great start in the industrial race; that it 
was not free trade, but the powerful navy of the 
country “which swept the ocean bare of foreign 
shipping” and made England the carrier of the 
world; that it was not free trade, but dominant sea 
position, naval and commercial, with the wealth 
gotten of tranquil industry and the native enter- 
prise of the race, that “built up the British em- 
ire.” 3 

i Hear again: “We had done these things or laid 
their foundations before free trade was heard of, 


and we should have gone on doing them—a little 


better as fiscal reformers say, or a little worse if Mr. 
Asquith will have it so—if we had had e 
enough to foresee that our start would not forev 

suffice or maintain our position after the introduc- 
tion of new fagtors such as foreign tariffs and for- 
eign competitions.” Now when we see the exceed- 
ingly conservative and slow-working mind of the 
British public able to right-about-face and take a 
view of this subject so radically different from that 
which has been a creed in their commerce as sacred 
‘as the Apostles’ in religion, we cannot escape a 


the Democratic delegation from State of

the London Times. The Florida Democrats have 
cast defiance in the face of their more consistent 
but less wise fellow-Democrats, proclaiming that 
Florida wants her products protected, and that they 
will vote for the interests of their constituents 
rather than according to the theoretical opinions 
‘promulgated by their political party. : 

On the contrary, Republican members of our

After sixty years of continual conflict, national 
and international, it looks as if all the nations and 
all the parties are undergoing a very rapid ap- 
proachment by which we would arrive at a stable 
establishment of tariff protection as the true funda- 
and build up the industries of the several nations, 
with the Republican corollary introduced by Mr. 
Wees generation age of reciprocal commercial 
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treaties between the nations making concessions 
here and there by which each nation would be able 
to do mozt of the world’s work in such products 
as it was most favored in doing, and to leave to 
— nations the work which they are better fitted 
to do. 

Thus after all the conflicts of opinion and the 
many national and international debates we arrive 
at a compromise which will probably be nearest 
fundamental truth and most favorable to industrial 
enterprise for each nation compared with the others. 


ARMONY, NOT CONTENTION. 
Last September the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency called together the bank examiners of the 


Atlantic Coast States. The outgrowth ef this 
meeting was un programme of reforms in the meth- 
| ods used in examining banks. These reforms have 

been put into concrete form and into 


practice. 
Briefly they are as follows: : 

The national bank examiners are to codperate 
as far as possible with State bank 
where there are affiliated banks in connection with 
the national institutions. The purpose is to exam- 
ine these institutions simultaneously and prevent 
the shifting of funds from one allied bank to an- 
other as is sometimes done when the examinations 
5 — carried on by different persons at different 
cities. 3 

Second, the national bank examiners are to co- 
operate with the clearinghouse examiners where 
this is possible. The Comptroller of the Currency 
is in full sympathy with the pian of clearinghouses 
in large cities having their own examiners. This 
is now done all through California. 

The third reform relates to the appointment of 
national bank examiners. This is done by the 
Comptroller of ‘the Currency; and as he is far re- 
moved from the field in which the examiner is to 
operate and from which he is generally selected, 
the task placed upon the official at Washington is 
often a hard one. In the future the national bank 
examiners near the district to be covered by the 
person seeking an appointment will be asked to 
make a report upon the qualifications of the appli- 
cant. The Comptroller expresses his purpose to se- 
lect bank examiners from the officers and employés 
of well-managed, conservative banks. When per- 
sons of such experience, can be obtained for the 
office of bank examiner they will be preferred to 
others. 

The bankers of the country will, and those doing 
business with the banks universally should, look 
with much satisfaction upon this new method of ex- 
amining financial institutions and of appointing the 
men who shall do this work. It is based upon a 
mutual understanding between the government and 
the banks, both working together for the most effi- 
cient and thorough service in this respect. By 
taking the bankers into his confidence the Comp- 
troller of the Currency will undoubtedly be able to 
select men much better qualified for the duties of 
‘bank examiners than if these were selected upon 
the recommendation of Congressmen or Senators. 
The political side of the problem will be generally 
eliminated and the business side will loom up. 

By the other part of this programme, which pro- 
vides for simultaneous examination by the national 
bank examiner and the clearinghouse bank exam- 
iner (and if they are allied banks with State char- 
ters, by the State examiner,) there will be more 
harmonious codperation still, more efficient work in 
the performance of the duties of each, and much 
greater safeguards around the management of 
financial institutions. 

This is a programme which might very well be 
extended to many other branches of the public 
service. It is becoming more and more recognized 
as a fact by all those interested that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission should be enlarged beyond 
the present number of commissioners. In enlarg- 
ing the commission in the way suggested it will be 
of vital importance that the new members shal] not 


shall not be lawyers. If there are new members 
added to the commission, at least one of them 
should be a thoroughly. qualified, trained railroad 
man and another as thoroughly qualified by train-
